We may be- 
lieve that the younger generation is 
fond of jazz and so many of them are, 
but there exists a proportionately larg- 
er per cent who are fond of the better 
class of music. This is certainly due to 
the fact that the modern musician 
has a profound regard for the con- 
ventions in that he visits his barber 
regularly.
